That -fe the action. taken. by a mass 
meeting -of representative ‘citizens at 
the New Kimbail vesterday. 

And Mr. Maddox, after first refus- 
ing to-enter city politics and after being 
pressed and urged-as a matter of civic 
“pride and duty, yielded. 

The city election is on December 2. 

The citizens’ mé@rning meeting ap- 
pointed a committee of twenty-five and 
that committee heid a meeting and 
wnhanimous!y agreed upon Rovert 
F. Maddox as the man to make the 
race for mayor in the December elec- 
tion. Mr. Maddox was called upon 
by the committee, and he declined to 
make the race. The committee pleaded 
witn him for hours, telling bim that it 
was a call by his fair city, a call of 
duty, and. sacrifice or’ no sacrifice, he 
must respond. 

Mr. Maddox Accepted Nomination. 

When the committee made its report 
to a second citizens’ meeting in the aft- 
ernoon, it was annoumed that 
Robert F. Maddox had een nominated 
and had accepted the nomination. 

The announcement was met witli great 
applause. The hall of the New Kimball 
was crowded, every seat being oacupied, 
and many citizens were standing. 

When a subcommittee notified Mr. 
Maddox of tie action of the meeting and | 
escorted him into the room, tiné.-ava- 
tion given him -was one of the mosti 
spontaneous outbursts of enthusiaem that 
had ever been shown at any gathering 
de Atlanta. | 

Mr. Maddox made his speech of 
acceptance in a few brief remarks, in 
which he stated that he had agreed fo 
become a candidate for mayor only at 
the solicitation of representative people 
and taxpayers. He felt it to be his duty 
t respond when such a ecall for the 
city’s good and its fair name was made. 

Pledged Him Their Support. 


After the afternoon meeting Mr. 
Maddox was ‘given a reception and 
every one of the 150 people present gave 
him their hands and pledged him their 
earnest support. 

A motion was. adopted to appoint a 
central campaign committee, and this 
will be done today. 

So the second campaign for 
this year is now on. 

James G. Woodward was nominated 
in a White primary 6n September 24, 
winning with a majority vote over two 
candidates. Since his nomination he 
has Been charged with visiting houses 
of disrepute while im an intoxicated } 
condition. 

There is now & charge pending 
against him in the police court. 

He has made a public confession to 
the charge of intoxication. 

The citizeng who met in the New 
Kimball yesterday decided that the acts 
of Mr. Woodward were of such a n%- 
ture as to défnand a recall of his nom- 
ination for mayor; they believed it was 
for the city’s good that a new candi- 
date should be nominated. ce 

A Repres¢ntative Gathering. 


The citizens ’who met and who nomi- 
nated Mr. Maddox were from the, 
ranks of her captains of industry, from 
her ranks of men of méans, from her 
ranks of merchants, her professionai 
men and her toilérs. They all signed 
a list, constituting themselves a cam- 
Lbaign committee, and their names ap- 
pear elsewhere in The Constitution. 

These citizens claimed ,that it was 
their race for mayor—Atlanta’s race— 
and not Mr, Maddox's. 

The first ‘meeting was held Friday 
morning, and when the hall was filled 
with citizens, Asa G. Candler called 
it to order. He said briefly that the 
people of Atlanta ‘felt called upon to 
let the world know that they were 
ready to defend their city’s virtue ana 
go00d name. He called upon J. K. Orr 
to preside. Mr. Orr was unanimously 
elected. Robert F. Maddox was chosen 
secretary. He did not dream at that 
time that he was to be called forward 
as the standard bearer of the move- 
ment he was espousing as an humble 
citizen. |

He 
succeeded his father as a member of 
the boarg of stewards of the First 
Methodist church, and is still one of 
the most faithful and active members 
of that congregation. He aided gen- 
erously in the movement to build the 
handsome new Methodist ‘church at the 
junction of Peachtree and Ivy streets, 
and when the movement for the Wes'ey 
Memorial was started contributed 
$2,500 to insure ita success. 

In the home in which he now lives— 
located on the corner of Ellis and Peach- 
tree streets—Mr. Maddox first opened 
his eyes on Apri) 4, 1870. He attended 
the common schools’ of Atlanta; was 
prepared for college at Means’ High 
school, and entered thé sophomore 
class of the University of Georgia. He 
remained through his sophomore and 
junior years and then went to Harvard, 
entering in the fall of 1888. Here he 
studied for one’ year, returning to At- 
lanta to enter business. He was pop- 
ular throughout his college life and 
‘was a member of the S. A. E. frater- 
nity. His father wished him to take a 
more thorough classical education, but 
business. appealed to. the young’ man 
more than university hélls.

But Reporls Have Nat -Been 
Confirmed 


PRINCE CHUN MADE REGENT 


Emperor Was Carried to the Death 
Chamber, but News of Death 
Was Not Giveh Out-Lad 
; of Five Named as 

Heir, 


Pekim .November 13.—The emperor 


reported dead at 4 


o'clock this afternoon. It had, how- 
ever, been impossible to secure official 
confirmation of this announcement up to 
6 o'clock this evening. 

His majesty was transferred to the 
death chamber at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon. At that four he was still breath- 
ing. 

It is ioattad that the dowager em- 
press’ is’ also. dying. 

This rumor, [f*true, would explain the 
two edicts issued late this afternoon 
regarding a regency of the empire. 

The foreign fesidents of Pekin are 
confused by the sudden developments 


| of today and the various reports and } 


rumors emanating from the palace. It 
is absolutely impossible to obtain any 
confirmatian officially of the reported 
death of the emperor and the condl- 
tion of the dowager empress. There 
is a certain amount of suspicion in re- 
gard to what is actually transpiring. 
the g0Overnment'e will 
utilize the dying condition of the em- 
peror, if he is not already dead, to 
screen the condition of the dowager 
empress. 
Edicts Bear Emperor's Name. 


The edicis of today bea: the name of 
Kuang-Hsu, which indicates that he 

was still alive at the hour the members 
of the grand cowncll were in conference 
at the palace. This was at 2 o'c'ock 
in the afternoon, 

The second edict orders that Pu Wel, 
the. son of Prince Chun, a child five 
years old, be trained in the palace for

The New Ruler. 


Prince Chun is a brother of the em- 
peror. His name is Tsai-Fong and he 
succeed to the title of his father, 
Prince un, in !891. He is’ a Neuten- 
ant general of the plain white banner 
corps and visited Germany itn !90! as 
a special commissioner of the throne. 

This last lllnesg of the emperor as- 
sumed a serious aspect a fortnight ago. 
It was then declared that he was suf- 
fering from a grave intestinal com- 
Plaint. He has persistently refused to 
accept. western medical attendance, al- 
though medical men attached to the le- 
gationg here have stoog ready to give 
their services, 

Hig majesty has been suffering for 
ten years past from. chronic nephritis, 
which recently becamg complicated 
with diabetes and sciatica. “Tt' Was ad- 
mitted yesterday that: his brain’ was 
affected. The members of the grand 
council have. been in close attendance 
at the palace for ten days. Statements 
officially gazetted that his majesty was 
in conference with the councilors wer 
absolutely untrue ang were made for 
the purpose of misleading the Public. 
MINISTER WU TALKS 

OF REPORT OF DEATH | 

Washington, November 1|3.—The “As-| 
sdolated Presg dispatches gave the first 
Teport of the death of the emperor. | 
When they were saown to Minister Wu 
Ting Fang, the minister commented: 

‘But reports of his death have been 
received before.” 

ie added, however, 
nad not been notified, such notification 
was not to be expected immediately 
after the death on account of the com- 
motion which would ,follow the death of 
the emperor. Confirmation of the death, 
‘he continued, would probably be made 
by the American minister at Pékin. 

Through nearly all of the thirty-four 
years that the emperor wag on the 
throne he was in poor nealth, the’min- 
ister explained, and addea that the em- 
peror’s death at this time would not 
interfere wifi the policy of* refortn 
which nad heen adopted and partially 
put into practice by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, Mr. Wu explained that aw the 
emperor, had no direct. descéndants, the 
infant gon of a brother of the emperor 
‘would probably be icalled to the throne.

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DOWAGER EMPRESS OF CHINA, WHO 


IS REPORTED DYING. 


EMPEROR WAS A WEAKLING- 


RULED BY 


THE DOWAGER 


During His Entire Reign Only for Four Months Has He 


Exercised Any Actual Power—His

Puny Career. 


The death of the emperor of China. 
if_it is true. brings to an end. the 
reign of a sovereign feeble in mind 
and body, who has been dominated 
ail his life by the all-powerful influ- 
ence of the dowager empress. Kuang 
Hsu's “reign” will be completely lost 
in the rule of the empress. 

The emperor was born in 1870. His 
succession to the throne was oné of 
the many arbitrary and illegal acts 
of the dowager empress, who adopted 
him into the succession from a gen- 
eration the same as that of his prede- 
cessor, although the 
Manchif dynasty and precedent 
vide that the succession shall go to 
the next following generation. 

Kuang Hsu was four years old 
when made emperor, and: his reign is 
third in point of duration in the his- 
tory of the dynasty. K’Ang Hsi and 
Ch'Ien Lung eech having reigned and 


pro-

ruled sixty years. 
The question of the succession has 
agitated the imperial family since the 
autumn of 1907, when it was per- 
ceived that the health of the em- 
peror was very nearly undermined. 
In January, !900, the dowager empress 
adopted Pu Chun, son of Prince Tuan, 
the boxer chie@tain, heir apparent, 
but she disinherited him in Novem- 
ber, 190!, at the behest of the al- 
Iied powers. Since then the matter 
of an heir apparent has been tn 
abeyante and the dowager empress, 
in whose hands the power of election 
was, gave no clue to her purpose or 

determination. 
Both of Manchu 


The dowager empress is, and the em- 
peror was, a Manchu; in other words, 
foreigners in China, and under the 
ban of Chimese patriots and an increas- 
ing anti-Manchu party which has sought 
the suppression of the dynasty and the 
restoration of a Chinese emperor to 
the throne. It has been freely pre~ 
dicted that the demise of the _emperoyg 
would be followed by an aitenrpt at a 
coup 4a’ etat, but the imperial edicts 
mentioned In the @ispatch from Pekin 
eppear to have forestalled any immedi- 
ate action of this kind. Kuang Hsu 
was a@ 80n of a brother of the husband 
of tHe dowager empress. 

The dramatic occurrences of today at 
the Chinese capital, if the cabled _ re- 
ports that the emperér is dead and the 
dowager empress dying, are correct, 
draw attention to two striking figures

in Chinese history—the weakling em- 


peror of China, dominated all his life 
long by a stern woman, who usurped 
his power and his position, and the 
dowager. empress herself. a woman of 
sanguinary record, relentless, éruel and 
ambitious, whose demise renders im- 
possible the fulfillment of the intrigues 
of her old.age—still to reign over China 
after the death of Kuang Hsu. 

-If the emperor and dowager empress 
both have died at Pekin at practically 
the same time,’ China has lost two 
Manchu rulers, one: nominal and’ the 
Other actual. But; unléss the edicts of 
today should be reversed, the dynasty 
will be continuea in the persons of 
Prince Chun, a brother of the emperor, 
and the prince’s 3-year-old son, Pu Wel. 
The dowager empress has ruled the em- 
Pire with a will of i:on. The emperor, 
the court and the government have 
bowed down to\her, and she has kept 


that while he|the matter of the succession to the 


throne entirely in her own hands for 
the purpose of being able to dictate 
whe should succeed to. nominal power. 
She’ desired two things—that. the pres- 
ént Mahchu dynasty be continued and 
the control of the successor of Kuang 
Hsu for her own ends.

If Kuang Hau is dead, he has lived 
without having achieved any remark- 
able distinction’ as a riler.

government and the court. The em- 
peror was then fully under the infiu- 
ence of the reformer, Kang Yt-Wel, 
who was the inspiration of those re- 
markable reform edicts. They included 
a detree for a national loan, a house 
and opium tax, army reform afid for- 
eign education, the abolition of the “lit- 
erary essay” as a test of fellowship and 
office; a bureau of agriculture, copy- 
right and patent Iaws and schools and 
colleges of western learning. Kuang 
Hsu, however, went too far in these 
matters, and the dowager empress, in 
September of 1898, decided to put an 
end to his activity. She suddenly econ- 
fronted the emperor, denounced him, 
took from him the seal of state and put 
him under guard. 
Reformers Put to Death. 


The emperor's reform friends were 
pursued with fury by the dowager em- 
press, who executed six of them in Pe- 
kin on September 28. On January 29, 
1699, the emperor was forced to sign the 
decree announcing his own abdication 
and he was kept a prisoner by the dow- 
ager empress for two years. It was 
believed 'Ihat he nad been kilied. .The 
foreign powers made representations on 
the subject of his health, which result- 
ed in his being examined by a French 
physician attached to the. French. jega- 
tion. It was a remarkable proceeding 
reluctantly permitted by the dowager 
empress. 

Nothing was then heard of the em- 
peror until the Boxer uprising and the 
siege of the foreign legations at Pekin. 
He is credited with having iaterfered 
with the dowager empress to try and 
prevent the carrying out of the de- 
cision, “‘to fight all foreign) nattons,” on 
the ground that “the making of war 
against all countries would make peace 
an f#oypossibility In the futute.”’ 

On the day after the relief of the 1le- 
gations, April 16, the emperor fled with 
the reat of the court to Sian Fu. He 
returned to Pekin ‘with the court Jan- 
vary 7, 1902.

His father Was Robert Flournoy 
Maddox, who was at one time sheriff 
of Troup county and served on the 
city council of LaGrange with Benja- 
min Harvey Hill. Becoming convinced 
Of Atlanta’s commercial future, Colone! 
Maddox located here in 1858 and quick- 
ly became identified with the city’s 
leading business men. At the outbreak 
of hostilities, he promptly closed his 
Atlanta store, organized the Calhoyn 
Guards and went to the front as their 
captain.

“He never swerved from the vath of 
the strictest rectitude, ang though he 
accumulated an immense fortune, tnere 
was no dirty shilling in the splendid 
legacy which he bequeathed to his 
children, and no stainwpon the honored 
record which he left behind him, at the 
close of his long and useful career.”

It looks as If there will be no bond 
election next year, and that the pro- 
posed election for bonds to the amount 
of $1,500,000 will have to be aban-

riod of depression. All this served to 
feed the speculative enthusiasm, which 
was prevalent in a high degree.

No special news 
features were dwelt upon to explain the 
demand. There was a tacit assumption 
that for all to buy and for none to sell 
would facilitate the desired end to the 
best effect.

about the selling, while the buying was 
done with enthusiasm and with palpa- 
ble incitement to the advance in prices, 
The market, therefore, took on all the 
appearance of an excited hull move- 
ment. The general proposition ad- 
vanced by the enthusiasts was that a 
quick restoration of prosperity was in 
sight. with prospects of larger returns 
to capital than ever before. A  pro- 
longed abstinence of huge sums of cap- 
ital’ from employment and from any en- 
joyment of profits, {t was pointed out, 
was bound to give place to an inrugh of 
these funds with the _ restoration of 
confidence, which wouid stimulate high- 
ly all lines of production and consump- 
tion.
